THERE  IS  NO  TRY.

YOU  DON'T  HAVE  TO  BE  A  STAR  WARS  AFICIONADO  TO 
RECOGNIZE  THAT  QUOTE.  IT'S  SO  FAMILIAR  THAT  IT  S  ALMOST 
A  CLICHE. 

Why  is  a  line  from  a  33-year-old  epic  space  movie  cited  so  frequently?  Your  editor  thinks  it  reso¬ 
nates  with  many  people  because  self-doubt  is  a  basic  human  emotion.  Whether  we’re  faced  with 
our  first  Brussels  sprout,  our  first  bicycle  without  training  wheels,  or  our  first  car  with  a  manual 
transmission,  our  first  response  is  more  likely  to  be  a  doubtful  “Yll  try”  than  a  confident  “Yes!  I 
can  do  that!” 

Caution  conies  naturally  to  most  of  us,  and  that's  probably  a  good  thing.  We  can’t  all  he  sky  divers 
or  steeplechase  jockeys,  and  a  hit  of  prudence  may  well  keep  us  out  of  harm’s  way.  Besides,  unfa¬ 
miliar  experiences,  new  ideas,  and  complex  decisions  can  be  intimidating.  We  don’t  want  to  fail 
when  vve  encounter  them.  And  it's  not  simply  that  we  don't  want  others  to  think  less  of  us  if  we  do 
fail,  We  don't  want  to  think  less  of  ourselves. 

There  is,  however,  a  certain  amount  of  exhilaration  to  be  had  from  committing  completely  to 
an  idea  or  experience.  Would  riding  a  roller  coaster  be  as  much  fun  if  there  weren’t  a  little  risk 
involved? 

Be  trie,  Hannah,  Alice,  and  Bet  tic  took  a  risk  or  two  when  they  founded  our  Fraternity.  Thetas 
again  took  a  risk  in  1885  when  Grand  Convention  voted  to  establish  a  “first-class  fraternity  maga¬ 
zine  A  Because  aiming  for  first  class,  dear  reader,  falls  firmly  into  the  “Do  or  do  not.  There  is  no 
try."  category. 

Over  the  years,  other  risks  have  been  taken  with  the  Theta  magazine.  In  1929,  a  photograph 
first  graced  the  cover  (How  modern! )  In  1959,  an  ink  color  other  than  black  made  its  first  cover 
appearance.  (Forward-thinking!)  In  2u 1 1 ,  a  larger  format  increased  page  size  by  almost  a  (Till  hori¬ 
zontal  inch.  (Bold!)  And  other,  more  subtle,  innovations  have  been  made  throughout  our  publica¬ 
tion's  more- than- 125-year  history. 

This  issue,  in  fact,  includes  a  few  innovations  of  its  own. 

*  In  1998,  we  introduced  a  regular  feature  called  Through  the  Years,  which  was  designed  to 
highlight  the  contents  of  the  Fraternity  archives.  Significant  subjects  included  "party  pix" 
from  the  early  19U0s,  the  evolution  of  our  kite -shaped  badge,  a  timeline  of  Theta  philanthro¬ 
py,  and — of  course — distinguished  Thetas  of  the  past.  This  spring.  Through  the  Years  becomes 
Ask  the  Archivist  {page  41).  This  new  feature  will  allow  readers  to  pose  questions  to  Theta's 
staff  and  Fraternity  archivists  about  our  history  and  even  about  preserving  your  own  photo¬ 
graphs  or  other  memorabilia.

Royalties  from 
jewelry  during  the  last  fiscal  year 
were  just  over  $192,225.  Affinity 
Consultants,  Inc.,  collected  more 
than  $211,020  in  royalties  on  Theta’s 
behalf  from  the  333  vendors  who  sell 
licensed  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  products 
and  services. 


EDUCATIONAL  LEADERSHIP  CONSULTANTS 

Eleven  educational  leadership  consultants  (ELCs)  traveled  to  col¬ 
lege  chapters  across  the  US  and  Canada  and  were  based  at  newly 
established  chapters.  ELCs  are  recent  college  graduates  who  serve  in 
a  very  visible  role  for  the  Fraternity.  As  official  representatives  of  the 
Fraternity,  ELCs  must  have  thorough  knowledge  of  Fraternity  laws  and 
procedures.  They  must  enthusiastically  support  Theta's  ideals  and  fos¬ 
ter  the  Fraternity's  goals  and  objectives.  ELCs  demonstrate  a  rich  tradi¬ 
tion  of  service  to  Kappa  Alpha  Theta, 

Joni  Jameson,  Gamma  Phi/Texas  Tech,  a  first-year  ELG  in  2011-12, 
followed  in  her  mother's  footsteps.  Julie  Shivers  Jameson,  also  Gamma 
Phi/Texas  Tech,  was  an  ELC  from  I9S4  to  1985.

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ing  Sisters  is  designed  to  increase  dialogue  about  and  support  tor  all 
aspects  of  mental  health.  The  program  creates  a  safe  environment  tor 
members  to  discuss  mental  health  issues,  helps  members  recognize 
signs  of  mental  health  challenges,  and  supports  members  facing  mental 
health  challenges  and  disorders. 

According  to  a  2004  American  College  Health  Association  study,  nearly 
45  percent  of  college  students  have  felt  so  depressed  they  found  it  dif¬ 
ficult  to  function,  hut  only  20  percent  were  likely  to  turn  to  a  school 
counselor  for  help.  Through  partnerships  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  has 
developed  with  mental  health  professionals  and  organizations.  Sisters 
Supporting  Sisters  is  the  first  fraternity  or  sorority  initiative  dedicated 
to  promoting  all  aspects  of  mental  health  and  wellness.

GREEK-WISE 

Theta  adopted  a  new  wellness  program  for  new  members  in  2012, 
Greek-Wise  is  an  online  program  that  targets  alcohol,  hazing,  and  sex¬ 
ual  assault.  “By  adopting  this  program,  vve  aim  to  empower  our  newest 
members  tu  make  well-informed  decisions,  change  perceptions,  reduce 


risks,  and  positiv  ely  impact  campus  culture,”  said  Lynne  McCaul  Miller, 
Mu/AHegheny,  Wellness  Committee  chairman. 

Created  by  3rd  Millennium  Classrooms,  Greek-Wise  presents  non-opin- 
ionated,  science-based  content  m  an  easily  accessible  format.  Using  a 
motivational,  interactive  style,  the  course  integrates  personalized  feed¬ 
back  from  participants.  Selected  because  the  program  length  and  struc¬ 
ture  accommodates  busy  students'  schedules,  Greek- Wise  supplants 
Theta V  previous  alcohol  education  program.

THE  FRIENDSHIP  FUND 

Since  1926,  the  Friendship  Fund  has  provided  gifts  to  Thetas  experi¬ 
encing  extreme  financial  hardship  due  to  serious  or  terminal  illness, 
job  loss,  natural  disaster,  and  oilier  devastating  occurrences-  One  very 
important  aspect  of  the  Fund  is  the  secrecy  surrounding  the  giving  of 
gifts.  Two  members  write  on  the  behalf  of  a  sister,  and  the  Friendship 
Fund  committee  determines  the  award  amount.  The  requesters  remain 
anonymous,  and  all  records  are  confidential. 

During  the  2011-12  fiscal  year,  575,723  was  contributed  to  the  Fund, 
and  $80,086  was  awarded  to  Thetas  and  their  families  experiencing 
life -changing  circumstances.  “It  was  amazing  to  receive  the  gift  because 
it  came  as  a  surprise,  and  at  a  time  when  l  needed  it  most,”  wrote  one 
recipient,  ll  cried  when  I  opened  the  letter  and  the  check  fell  out;  it 
was  overwhelming  to  know  that  a  sisterhood  1  cherished  so  much  in  my 
four  years  at  college  still  lives  on.”

signed  a  new  charter,  and  the  original  1909  charter  was  returned  to  the 
chapter.  The  weekend  of  December  2  saw  the  installation  of  the  Eta 
Chi  Chapter  at  Boston  University  and  the  initiation  of  116  members, 
including  two  legacies  whose  mothers  were  in  attendance. 

Twenty-two  college  chapters  began  piloting  a  new  Internet-based  alum¬ 
nae  program  called  links.  Similar  to  an  alumni  association,  links  enable 
Theta  alumnae  to  learn  about  events  such  as  recruitment,  homecom¬ 
ing.  or  Founders  Day;  reconnect  via  decade  groups  or  new  member 
classes;  and  learn  about  plans  for  Day  of  Service,  Founders  Day,  and 
Grand  Convention.

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COLLEGE  CHAPTERS 

College  chapters  have  the  privilege  and  respon¬ 
sibility  of  selecting  the  women  who  will  become 
members,  not  just  for  four  years  of  college,  but 
for  a  lifetime  of  Fraternity  membership.  Even  as 
the  world  becomes  more  complex  and  imper¬ 
sonal,  college  chapters  offer  to  their  members 
an  atmosphere  of  family  and  community.  Col¬ 
lege  chapter  activities  are  designed  to  foster 
a  strong  sense  of  sisterhood  and  support  that 
helps  women  succeed  in  college  and  that  will 
also  last  a  lifetime.  The  college  experience  offers 
women  the  opportunity  to  work  coopera¬ 
tively  with  others,  to  serve  in  leadership 
roles,  to  expand  interests, 
and  to  examine  with  an 
open  mind  the  ideas  of 
others.  The  college  chap¬ 
ter  is  just  the  beginning  of 
the  Theta  experience  and 
should  prepare  women  for 
the  next  step  in  Fraternity 
membership.

ests.  For  many  members, 
alumnae  chapter  mem¬ 
bership  is  the  first  dem¬ 
onstration  of  how  Theta 
is  much  more  than  an 
undergraduate  activity. 

Many  alumnae  chapters 
also  offer  “special  interest” 
groups,  such  as  a  downtown 
lunch  group,  a  gardening  group,  or  a  recent 
graduates  group.  They  can  provide  strong  role 
models  and  mentors  for  the  college  women  in 
their  areas. 

In  areas  where  there  are  too  few  Thetas  to  form 
a  chapter,  alumnae  circles  are  a  great  alternative. 
Circle  members  may  meet  for  periodic  lunches

When  people  think  “Kappa  Alpha  Theta,”  they 
are  likely  thinking  of  the  international  Frater¬ 
nity.  Although  college  and  alumnae  chapters 
are  largely  autonomous,  and  the  FHC  and  Theta 
Foundation  are  separate  entities,  the  Fraternity 
embodies  the  vision  and  values  of  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta.  It  is  governed  by  Grand  Council  in  the 
interim  between  Grand  Conventions,  which  form 
the  legislative  body  of  the  Fraternity. 

A  dedicated  workforce  of  staff  and  volunteers 
manages  Fraternity  operations,  providing  sup¬ 
port  and  resources  to  college  and  alumnae 
chapters,  offering  communications  to  members, 
maintaining  Theta’s  archives,  establishing  new 
college  chapters  and  alumnae  groups,  and  offer¬ 
ing  a  lifelong  opportunity  for  social,  intellectual, 
and  moral  growth.  Fraternity  dues  paid  by  col¬ 
legians  and  alumnae  provide  53  percent  of  the 
revenue  required  to  manage  and  strengthen  the 
organization.

Council  approved  the  formation  of  the  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta  Fraternity  Housing  Corporation 
(FHC),  a  separate  corporation,  to  hold  title  to  or 
to  rent  real  and/or  personal  property  to  be  used 
for  housing  and/or  meeting  purposes  of  specific 
college  chapters.  Since  then,  the  FHC  has  invest¬ 
ed  more  than  $5  million  in  remodeling,  renova¬ 
tions,  and  furnishings  of  participating  chapters. 
For  facility  corporations  that  can’t  do  it  on  their 
own,  FHC  is  a  vital  partner  in 
ensuring  that  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta’s  college 
chapters  remain 
competitive  col¬ 
legiate  housing 
providers  and 
the  beginning 
of  an  amazing 
Fraternity 
experience.

Who  donates  to  Theta  Foundation ? 

Since  Theta  Foundation's  programs  (schol¬ 
arships  and  educational/charitable  grants) 
primarily  support  the  members  and  chap¬ 
ters  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta,  as  well  as  the 
educational  programs  of  the  Fraternity  at' 
large,  our  donors  are  primarily  our  mem¬ 
bers,  On  average,  approximately  8,000 
individual  members  give  to  Theta  Foun¬ 
dation  annually  (less  than  five  percent  of 
Theta  members),  and  they  are  joined  by 
parents  and  friends  of  members.  Alumnae 
and  college  chapters  also  support  Theta  Foundation  through  their 
annual  fund-raisers  by  sharing  a  portion  of  their  proceeds  with  Theta 
Foundation.  Second  to  individual  supporters,  they  make  up  the  larg¬ 
est  donor  category.

What  are  Theta  Foundation's  annual  goals,  needs, 
and  results?  How  do  they  compare  to  similar 
organizations  in  your  community? 

Theta  Foundation  is  continually  working  to 
expand  the  level  of  support  we  provide  for 
the  educational,  leadership,  and  philan¬ 
thropic  programs  of  the  Fraternity  and  for 
the  scholastic,  professional,  and  service 
pursuits  of  its  members.  While  our  scholar¬ 
ships  and  grants  are  endowed  programs 
that  exist  in  perpetuity,  many  of  the  grants 
we  award  (specifically  to  the  Fraternity) 
rely  on  unrestricted  annual  contribu¬ 
tions.  These  gifts  are  not  only  needed  to 
meet  the  programming  needs  of  the  current  fiscal  year,  but  also  to 
support  a  stable  future  for  Theta's  educational  programming.  Our 
annuai  goals  relate  to  both  immediate  and  long-term  needs.  Annu¬ 
ally  we  tend  to  meet  or  exceed  our  fund-raising  goals,  which  allow 
us  to  sustain  our  programs.  While  our  annual  fund  is  strong,  as  is  our 
endowment,  there  is  room  for  continued  growth  and  improvement. 
We  are  a  leader  among  our  peers  in  women's  fraternal  foundations, 
but  increased  participation  in  our  annual  fund,  larger  annual  gifts, 
and  a  stronger  planned-giving  program  will  help  us  to  remain  a 
leader  and  to  expand  our  impact.

To  what  degree  has  Theta  Foundation  attracted  new 
people  and  new  ideas  to  the  organization  and  board? 

I  have  been  an  international  volunteer  for 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta  since  1988,  nearly  25 
years,  but  I'm  surrounded  by  a  diverse 
group  of  volunteers  and  staff.  There  was  a 
time  when  Theta  Foundation’s  board  ex¬ 
isted  primarily  of  former  Fraternity  Grand 
Council  members,  like  myself,  but  today  it 
is  a  mixture  of  women  with  varying  back¬ 
grounds  and  expertise.  Some  have  served 
on  Grand  Council,  and  almost  all  have 
been  leaders  in  their  alumnae  chapters. 

Many  have  served  different  roles  within  Theta,  and  all  have  diverse 
volunteer  board  and  professional  experiences.  We've  also  worked 
very  hard  to  attract  professional  staff  who  are  experts  and  leaders 
in  their  chosen  fields.  For  example,  our  executive  director  has  been 
a  Certified  Fund  Raising  Executive  (CFRE,  an  internationally  recog¬ 
nized  professional  credential  for  philanthropic  fund-raising  execu¬

How  much  t  urnover  of  board  members  and  employees 
have  you  experienced  in  the  last  two  years? 

Theta  Foundation  did  not  have  any 
unplanned  board  turnover  in  the  last 
two  years,  I'm  among  the  six  new  board 
members  for  this  term,  including  a  current 
and  former  member  of  Fraternity  Grand 
Council,  and  four  women  who  have  been 
involved  with  college  and/or  alumnae 
chapters  in  their  respective  areas.  We 
have  joined  seven  seasoned  Foundation 
board  members  who  have  served  one  to 
four  terms.  Our  staff  has  grown  over  the 
years  as  the  organization  has  grown.  This  year,  two  new  positions 
were  added;  a  development  manager  and  director  of  marketing. 

Plans  are  in  place  to  expand  the  development  team.  The  executive 
director  is  in  her  eighth  year  of  service,  and  the  average  length  of 
employment  for  Foundation  staff  is  11  years.  The  combination  of 
experience  and  perspectives  leads  to  an  atmosphere  that  integrates 
fresh  ideas  into  board  collaboration  and  ensures  that  the  composi¬ 
tion  of  our  board  and  staff  keeps  up  with  the  changing  needs  of 
Kappa  Alpha  Th eta .

Foundation  collect  about  the  results  of  its  programs? 

ft  all  starts  with  a  fabulous  team  consist¬ 
ing  of  our  program  manager,  a  paid  staff 
member,  and  our  scholarship  and  grants 
committees.  These  committees  are  each 
made  up  of  volunteers  from  across  the 
country  who  help  to  ensure  that  our 
programs  are  having  the  intended  impact 
We  are  making  a  consistent  effort  to  col¬ 
lect  information  that  is  most  relevant  to 
measuring  the  success  of  our  programs. 

As  our  programs  continue  to  grow,  we'd 
like  to  gather  more  quantitative  and  qualitative  information  about 
our  recipients.  To  date,  the  information  we  collect  includes  the 
percentage  of  applicants  versus  recipients  in  a  cycie,  dollar  amounts 
awarded,  where  students  are  going  to  school,  what  kinds  of  de¬ 
grees  they're  pursuing,  the  number  of  students  who  request  funding 
(evidenced  by  national  trends  and  scholarships  not  being  returned), 
the  number  of  recipients  who  complete  their  grant  programs  and 
various  statistics  related  to  those  activities,  and  Fraternity-provided 
information  related  to  the  impact  of  their  programs.  Yes,  itJs  a  lot  of

Many  non  profit  organizations  have  restructured 
in  recent  years  to  become  more  efficient  and 
product  ive.  How:  if  at  all.  are  you  considering 
(or  have  you  implemented)  some  version  of  this 
approach? 

I  first  served  on  the  board  of  trust¬ 
ees  In  the  1990s  when  our  assets  were 
$4,801,945  (7/31/90).  I  returned  in  2010 
and  today  our  assets  have  grown  to 
$26,743,535  (6/30/12).  Some  of  our 
changes  have  been  the  result  of  our  asset 
growth,  our  scholarship  demands,  and 
trying  to  make  the  best  use  of  and  be  the 
wisest  stewards  of  our  donors'  money. 

Most  notable  changes  are  to  the  board 
structure;  moving  from  a  governance 
model  to  a  more  active  role  in  outreach,  engagement  and  fund-rais¬ 
ing.  Significant  changes  in  our  staffing  structure  include  a  full-time 
programs  manager  with  scholarship  and  grant  experience  in  higher 
education,  a  staff  member  dedicated  to  strategic  communication  ef¬ 
forts,  and  a  more  comprehensive  development  team.  We  really  have 
adapted  with  the  times  and  are  continually  becoming  more  efficient 
andp  reductive.

Can  you  explain  Theta  Foundation  governance  and 
oversight? 

Theta  Foundation  s  Board  of  Trustees 
meet  in  person  twice  a  year  and  monthly 
via  conference  call.  Elections  are  held 
every  two  years,  and  the  process  and 
nominations  are  governed  by  an  Indepen¬ 
dent  Nominating  Committee.  Candidates 
can  apply  or  be  nominated.  Desired  skills 
include  nonprofit  board  experience,  fund¬ 
raising,  fiduciary  management,  and  a  pas¬ 
sion  for  Theta,  The  Board  of  Trustees  and 
four  Fraternity  Grand  Council  members 
elect  the  board  via  a  slate  presented  by  the  Nominating  Committee, 
Investments  are  governed  by  an  Investment  Committee  comprising 
trustees,  members  who  are  investment  professionals,  and  our  con¬ 
sultant,  DiMeo  Schneider  &  Associates  out  of  Chicago.  Theta  Foun- 


dation  s  board  members  are  not  compensated;  in  fact,  they  are  some 
of  Theta  Foundation's  largest  and  most  loyal  financial  supporters.  Ail 
board  members  are  required  to  sign  a  conflict  of  interest  policy.

How  does  Theta  Foundation  collaborate  with  similar 
organizations  on  a  local,  regional,  or  national  level? 

Theta  Foundation  is  a  member  of  North- 
American  interfraternity  Conference

Knowing  what  should  be  done  and  having 
the  resolution  to  make  those  changes  is 
not  always  easy;  however,  Theta  Founda¬ 
tion  has  been  ready  and  able  to  adjust  our 
activities  as  needed.  We're  responsive  to 
new  information  and  recommendations 
from  legal  counsel,  auditors,  trusted  advi¬ 
sors,  and  our  donors.  We  routinely  seek 
advice  and  alter  activities  so  that  we  are 
functioning  as  a  high-performing  nonprof¬ 
it.  Recent  examples  include  upgrades  to 
our  website  and  database  to  increase  efficiency  and  better  serve  our 
donors,  how  we  register  to  fund-raise,  and  how  we  administer  some 
of  our  programs,  including  the  Fraternity  grant.

If  Theta  Foundation  has  net  assets,  why  do  they  need 
my  gift? 

Theta  Foundation  is  fortunate  that  we  are 
able  to  grant  more  than  $1  million  dollars 
annually,  but  61  percent  of  Theta  Foun¬ 
dation's  assets  are  restricted  to  specific 
purposes,  such  as  scholarships  and  grants. 

This  means  important  programs  are  de¬ 
pendent  upon  annual  support.  Your  annual 
support  is  needed  to  help  fund  programs 
that  are  still  in  need  of  endowment  fund¬ 
ing,  like  the  Fraternity's  Educational 
Leadership  Consultant  program,  archives, 
the  Sisters  Supporting  Sisters  hotline,  and  important  leadership 
programs.  To  sustain  our  existing  programs  and  to  meet  the  growing 
needs  of  members  and  the  Fraternity,  Theta  Foundation  must  raise 
these  funds  annually,  otherwise  these  programs  could  suffer  or  pos¬ 
sibly  be  eliminated.

HUNDREDS  OF  SIMPLE,  HEALTHY,  AND  DELICIOUS  RECIPES  DEVELOPED  AND  TESTED 
BY  COOKBOOK  AUTHOR  AMANDA  GOUGH  HAAS  GIVE  EVERYONE  AROUND  THE  TABLE 
SOMETHING  TO  SAVOR. 


If  there’s  one  thing  Amanda  Gough  Haas  knows 
about  herself,  it's  that  she  was  born  to  eat.  Her  family 
knows  it,  too,  and  they  make  the  trait  a  running  joke. 

“To  this  day  my  dad  will  ask  me  what  I  ate  on  my 
twelfth  birthday,  or  my  sixteenth,  or  niv  twentieth,” 
says  Haas,  who  clearly  remembers  enjoying  grilled 
hamburgers  the  day  she  turned  twelve  and  shush 
kebabs  on  her  sweet  sixteenth.  “I  loved  to  eat,  and 
(my  family)  got  a  kick  out  of  watching  what  I  ate  and 
how  much. 

“My  mom  and  grandma  were  very  healthy  cooks, 
and  1  always  ate  homemade  food.  It’s  still  a  very  big 
part  of  who  I  am.” 

Through  the  years,  Haas,  Beta  Delta/Arizona,  spun 
her  legendary  Jove  of  eating  into  a  career  that  centers 
on  healthy  food,  A  native  of  Scottsdale,  Ariz.,  she’s  a 
cookbook  author  and  contributor,  recipe  tester,  and 
test-kitchen  manager  for  Williams -Sonoma,  as  well  as 
founder  of  the  website  One  Family  One  Meal.  Linking 


all  of  her  endeavors  is  a  single  vision:  To  change  the 
way  families  eat. 

“No  matter  what  you  cook,  food  you  make  your¬ 
self  is  better  and  healthier  than  anything  you’d  grab 
on  the  flv,”  Haas  says.  “1  develop  recipes  that  are 
healthy,  simple,  easy  to  understand,  and  don’t  use  too 
many  ingredients. 

“1  want  to  help  people  understand  the  power  of  food 
and  that  what  we  eat  affects  us  on  so  many  levels*” 

A  COOK  IS  BORN 

Haas  has  long  appreciated  the  force  of  healthy 
food- — both  its  flavor  and  preparation.  She  loved  to 
cook  as  a  youngster,  in  particular  making  Chicken 
Parmesan  with  her  mom  and  grilled  hamburgers  with 
her  dad.  When  she  and  several  Theta  sisters  shared 
an  apartment  their  senior  year  at  the  University  of 
Arizona,  Haas  relished  her  role  as  the  group’s  desig¬ 
nated  cook. 
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“We  pooled  our  money  and  split  the  cost  of  gro¬ 
ceries,  but  I  cooked  tor  all  of  us  ”  she  recalls.  “Most 
often,  I  used  the  recipes  my  mom  and  grandmother 
had  made.” 

Family  ties,  including  nil  aunt  who  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Beta  Delta,  also  connected  Haas  to  Theta. 
“Growing  up,  1  always  heard  about  Theta  and  when 
I  first  walked  into  the  facility,  1  knew  that  this  was 
exactly  where  l  belonged,”  Haas  says.  “Theta  became 
my  home  for  four  years.  It  was  a  place  where  1  could 
totally  be  myself  among  a  group  of  very  inclusive 
women. 

“1  fostered  my  passion  for  food  with  Theta  sisters 
who  are  still  in  my  life,” 

Haas,  who  earned  her  bachelor's  degree  in  French, 
also  cultivated  a  philosophy  that  would  ultimately 
guide  her  successful  career:  Make  a  conscious  deci¬ 
sion  to  do  what  you  love.  “Even  though  it  wasn't 
traditional,  I  decided  to  spend  the  second  semester  of 
my  sophomore  year  in  France,”  she  says.  “That  way,  l 
could  run  for  chapter  president  my  junior  year,  which 
was  something  I  was  passionate  about  doing.” 

Following  graduation,  Haas  took  a  job  in  the  test 
kitchen  for  San  Fran  cisco- based  Williams-Sonoma, 
a  specialty  home  furnishings  company  she  had  Long 
admired.  The  “real11  world  included  a  special  Theta  tie 
as  well:  She  married  Kyle  Haas,  who  was  her  pledge 
daughter’s  older  brother,  in  2000. 

RECIPES  FOR  SUCCESS 

After  seven  years  with  William s-iSonoma,  Haas 
left  in  2001  to  pursue  her  dream  of  attending  culi¬ 
nary  school  Graduating  from  Xante  Marie’s  Cooking 
School  the  following  year  left  no  doubt  that  she  had 
found  her  life's  work. 

“During  my  externship,  1  had  the  opportunity  to 
test  the  culinary  school  owner's  recipes,  a  total  of 
200  recipes  in  six  weeks,”  she  recalls,  “it  was  a  crazy 
undertaking,  but  it  reaffirmed  that  1  was  doing  the 
right  thing. 

“Recipe  development  really  appeals  to  me.  I’m 
very  social  and  love  being  around  people,  but  1  also 
love  the  concentrated  effort  of  fixing  recipes  that 
aren't  quite  right,” 


Haas  recalls  an  epiphany  shortly  after  her  son 
Connor,  now  nine,  was  born.  (Her  second  son, 

Charlie,  is  seven. )  Years  of  testing  and  perfecting  other 
chefs’  recipes  had  given  her  the  confidence  and  con¬ 
viction  to  Create  and  publish  her  own  recipes.  “I  woke 
up  one  night  and  1  could  see  in  my  head  exactly  what 
my  cookbook  and  website  would  look  like,”  Haas  says. 

Her  vision  not  only  resulted  in  One  Family  One 
Meal,  a  website  that  provides  free  recipes,  menu  plans, 
and  shopping  lists  for  families,  but  also  the  September 
2  0 12  publication  of  Rea  l  Fa  n  i  i  ly  Fo  od:  Si m  pi e  &  Easy 
Recipes  Four  Whole  Family  Will  Lave,  a  cookbook 
stocked  with  150  recipes  developed  by  Haas  and  test¬ 
ed  in  the  kitchens  of  publisher  Cooking  Light. 

Both  successful  ventures  center  on  Haas’s  belief 
that  one  simple,  healthful,  home-cooked  meal  can  sat¬ 
isfy  every  age  and  palate. 

“Maybe  it  was  my  generation  but,  somewhere 
along  the  line,  a  lot  of  parents  decided  that  kids'  meals 
needed  to  be  dummied  down  or  rushed,”  says  Haas  of 
the  trend  toward  feeding  youngsters  processed  foods 
or  separate  meals.  She  theorizes  that  nonstop  social 
media  in  many  homes  and  evenings  packed  with  kids' 
activities  have  contributed  to  the  trend  as  well 

“By  contrast,  my  website  reflects  the  way  many  of 
us  were  raised,  and  tries  to  return  us  to  what  is  much 
more  basic,”  she  adds.  “Making  a  healthy  meal  doesn’t 
have  to  he  hard  and  can  actually  be  very  easy.  And 
children  can  learn  to  ‘eat  up'  to  our  way.” 

Testing  recipes  on  many  of  her  sons'  friends 
provided  opportunities  to  enlighten  parents  as  well 
“People  were  often  surprised  by  what  l  served  for 
dinner,”  Haas  says,  referring  to  dinner  plates  filled 
with  grilled  chicken,  chimichurri  sauce,  rice,  and 
salad.  “I've  watched  a  lot  of  parents  and,  if  their  child 
doesn't  eat  the  first  thing  on  his  or  her  plate,  they’ll 
whisk  the  food  away  and  offer  something  else, 

“When  I  prepare  a  meal,  1  know  my  sons  will  eat 
at  least  one  of  the  foods  on  their  plate.” 

And  if  not?  “Don't  make  meal  time  a  battleground 
by  flipping  out  when  a  child  rejects  a  particular  food,” 
she  advises.  “There's  no  simple  equation — some  kids 
are  sensitive  to  a  food's  smell  or  appearance,  while 
others  judge  on  taste.  What’s  more  important  is  how  a

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parent  reacts.  If  your  child  spits  out  food,  just  ignore 
it  and  move  on — don't  pay  a  lot  of  attention/' 

Don't  hesitate  to  re-introduce,  either.  Palates 
change  over  time,  says  Haas,  and  a  food  can  he  intro¬ 
duced  up  to  twelve  times  before  the  verdict  is  final. 
She  admits,  however,  that  parents  tend  to  pass  along 
their  food  prejudices.  “My  parents  thought  Brussels 
sprouts  were  awful,  so  I  never  ate  them  as  a  child, 

W  hen  1  developed  a  recipe  for  them  with  bacon  and 
shallots,  I  discovered  they  were  delicious,” 

Haas,  whose  last  meal  would  be  a  grilled  rib  eye 
steak  and  piece  of  dark  chocolate,  draws  the  line 
when  it  comes  to  beets  and  liver,  however. 

THE  FAMILY  THAT  EATS  TOGETHER 

What  starts  as  several  healthy,  shared  family  din¬ 
ners  a  week  has  the  potential  for  greater  good  outside 
the  kitchen.  Most  urgent  is  a  sobering  projection:  By 
2020,  60  percent  of  our  country's  population  will  be 
classified  as  obese*  “Something  needs  to  be  done." 
Haas  says,  “and  I  don't  believe  that  a  punitive  wav — 
or  screaming  statistics — will  fix  the  problem, 

“Rather,  1  feel  that  showing  people  great  and  easy 
ways  to  cook  at  home,  four  to  five  nights  a  week, 
could  literally  change  the  landscape  of  our  country*” 

In  her  introductory  text  for  the  “Real  Family  Food" 
cookbook,  Haas  highlights  the  specific  nutritional 
benefits  of  gathering  at  mealtime.  “Childhood  obesity 
rates  drop;  children  learn  moderation  in  eating;  and 
they  begin  to  set  the  stage  for  good  nutrition  that  will 
last  a  lifetime,”  she  writes. 

Research  also  supports  the  social  benefits  of  eating 
dinner  together  even  once  or  twice  a  week:  Children 
are  happier,  tend  to  have  higher  self-esteem,  and  are 
less  likely  to  experiment  with  drugs  or  alcohol. 

For  Haas,  the  equation  is  simple:  Food  equals  love. 
And,  with  a  daily  schedule  that  includes  responsibili¬ 
ties  as  a  Williams- So  noma  test  kitchen  manager,  web¬ 
site  management,  occasional  special  projects,  book 
tours  and  signings,  and  a  daily  one-hour  commute 
from  her  home  outside  of  San  Francisco,  she  still 
makes  meals  her  top  priority. 


“It’s  a  matter  of  choosing  the  things  that  arc  most 
important  to  me  and  staying  organized  about  it,  I 
spend  great  time  with  my  hoys  in  the  kitchen  and,  for 
me,  preparing  healthy  meals  is  my  most  important 
way  of  loving  them,” 

Haas’s  next  venture  into  healthy  eating  reflects 
a  personal  journey.  Diagnosed  as  gluten  intolerant 
about  two  years  ago,  she  plans  to  develop  a  cookbook 
focused  on  gluten -free  recipes.  “1  realize  that  gluten 
intolerance  is  rampant,  and  that’s  the  community  I’m 
hearing  from  the  most.  It’s  hard  for  people  to  under¬ 
stand,  because  those  that  struggle  with  gluten  intoler¬ 
ance  or  Celiac  disease  look  perfectly  healthy.” 

Haas  cites  the  book  Wheat  Belly  by  Dr*  William 
Davis  as  the  source  for  much  of  her  research. 
According  to  the  author,  gluten  intolerance  stems 
from  several  factors,  including  typical  diets  that  arc 
wheat-heavy  and  the  hybridization  of  wheat  to  make 
it  less  expensive.  The  trend,  however*  is  moving  in  the 
right  direction* 

“We  re  doing  amazing  work  at  Williams-Sonoma 
to  develop  great-tasting,  gluten-free  recipes,  and  the 
options  are  getting  so  much  better,”  Haas  says. 

As  are  the  choices  well  have  when  it  comes  to 
feeding  ourselves,  and  our  families.  “My  best  hope  is 
that  1  can  make  positive  changes  in  the  way  we  eat,” 
says  Haas*  “We  fed  better,  and  life  is  better*  when  we 
eat  well.”

When  the  19th  Amendment  passed  in  1919,  Beard 
knew  that  her  work  was  not  done,  A  historian  by 
trade,  she  focused  on  developing  “New  History,”  the 
idea  of  including  and  studying  the  social,  cultural, 
and  economic  factors — factors  strongly  influenced  by 
women — of  written  history.  She  theorized  that  when 
history  was  told  in  this  balanced  context,  not  just  as 
a  series  of  wars  and  conquests,  it  would  he  clear  that 
women  had  always  played  a  pivotal  role  in  society. 

To  that  end,  she  founded  the  World  Center  for 
Women's  Archives  in  1935,  not  only  to  collect  pieces 
of  history,  but  also  to  educate  men  and  women  alike 
on  the  legions  of  women  who  have  changed  the  world. 

Beard  believed  that  only  when  their  impact  on 
civilization  was  acknowledged  and  studied 
would  women  truly  begin  ro  realize  their  full 
potential — a  100-year-old  hypothesis  that, 
ro  tli is  day,  is  still  proving  true.  That’s  how 
Mary  Ritter  Beard  lived  her  True  Promise.

KAREN  ALBRECHT  LEDBETTER,  GAMMA  TAU/ 
TULSA,  sums  up  her  primary  passions  in  four  words: 
“Theta  and  interior  design.”  As  the  Fraternity  Housing 
Corporation’s  interior  design  coordinator,  she  manag¬ 
es  n  team  of  three  additional  volunteers  and  oversees 
design  overhauls  at  chapters  across  the  country.  Her 
style  can  be  described  as  functional,  elegant,  cozy, 
and  timeless.  And  always  in  shades  of  black  and  gold. 

Ledbetter's  alumnae  Theta  involvement  began 
in  1991  when  she  served  as  the  Houston  Alumnae 
Chapter  president  and  attended  her  first  Grand 
Convention,  where  she  “really  caught  the  Theta 
bug,”  Elected  to  Grand  Council  in  2000,  she  became 
Fraternity  president  in  2004,  serving  two  terms. 

“Alter  my  presidency  ended,  I  felt  a  void  in  my 
life,"  she  said.  When  she  was  asked  to  redesign  a 
couple  of  facilities  for  the  newly  formed  Fraternity 
Housing  Corporation,  she  jumped  at  the  chance.  By 
the  end  of  2013,  Ledbetter  will  have  managed  major 
redesigns  at  more  than  20  chapters. 

She  approaches  each  facility's  design  plan  differ¬ 
ently,  considering  the  location,  the  space  itself,  her 
budget  and  regional  nuances.  “One  of  the  first  things 
l  learned  was  the  importance  of  capturing  the  appro¬ 
priate  took  tor  each  campus.  In  Alabama,  Southern 
traditional  is  the  only  way  to  go.  Oregon,  on  the  other 
hand,  requires  bright,  clean  lines  and  maple  wood  to 
wa  r  m  u  p  t  h  e  gra y  1  igh  t .  ” 

Every  chapter  may  be  completely  different,  but 
each  design  is  built  in  layers. 

LAYER  ONE:  SURFACES.  Flooring,  walls  and  window 
treatments.  Ledbetter  tends  to  favor  neutral  colors  with 
interesting  textures  to  add  depth  to  the  room. 

LAYER  TWO:  FOUNDATION  PIECES.  She  picks 
well-built  furniture  in  a  classic  style  that  will  still  look 
great  in  ten  years, 

LAYER  THREE:  ACCESSORIES  like  art,  throw  pil¬ 
lows.  pottery,  and  baskets.  “This  is  where  I  can  have 
some  fun  with  pops  of  color  and  slightly  trend ier  pat¬ 
terns," 


“After  30  years  in  the  business,  I  know  that 
shortcuts  aren't  worth  it  in  the  long  term.  1  look  for 
materials  that  have  been  tested  for  high  volume." 
Maintenance  costs  are  also  a  consideration.  “I  try 
to  be  a  good  financial  steward  for  our  Fraternity.  1 
don't  want  to  install  an  item  that  will  be  exorbitantly 
expensive  to  maintain," 

And  above  all  else,  Ledbetter's  designs  are  crafted 
to  stand  the  test  of  time.  “I  hope  to  ensure  the  next 
generation  of  Thetas  will  love  the  look  as  much  as  the 
current  generation,"

UI  Am  a  Theta1'  is  something  we  can  all  say  with  pride, 
whether  we  just  received  a  Bid  Card  or  a  75-year  member 
pin.  Our  Theta  experiences  as  collegians  can  provide  us  with 
wonderful  memories*  but  our  time  as  collegians  is  relatively 
short,  h  is  as  alumnae  that  most  of  us  look  forward  to  many 
years  of  the  support  and  friendship  of  Theta  sisterhood* 

Alumnae  chapters  and  circles  offer  that  feeling  of  sisterhood 
to  Thetas  in  more  than  200  communities  across  the  LIS  and 
Canada*  These  alumnae  groups  are  organized  by  districts, 
and  each  district  has  its  own  alumnae  district  director 
(ADD )  who  works  with  the  chapters  in  her  area  to  meet 
their  distinct  needs. 

A  new  alumnae  district  structure,  announced  in  February, 
comprises  15  geographic  districts,  with  11  to  13  alumnae 
chapters  in  each.  The  project  team  that  developed  the  new 
structure  reviewed  administrative  models  used  by  other 
organizations  and  surveyed  alumnae  members*  In  accepting 
the  team's  recommendation,  Grand  Council  aims  to  encour¬ 
age  increased  growth,  provide  enhanced  support  to  Theta 
alumnae  groups,  and  offer  strengthened  volunteer  support. 

College  chapters — -given  their  different  operational  struc¬ 
tures  and  oversight  needs- — are  organized  into  ten  districts. 
The  project  team  is  currently  reviewing  this  structure,  and 
any  changes  it  recommends  will  not  affect  the  relationships 
between  our  alumnae  and  college  chapters, 

in  2020,  just  a  few  years  from  now,  we  will  celebrate  our 
sesqui centennial.

Theta  celebrated  Alpha  Beta’s  bid  day  at 
Swarthmore  with  a  pizza  party  preceding 
die  initial  formal  moo  ting  of  the  65  new 
members.  Alumnae  from  the  Philadelphia 
Alumnae  Chapter  and  collegians  from 
the  Zeta  Tau  Chapter  at  Delaware  and 
the  Epsilon  Lambda  Chapter  at  Dickinson 
assisted  with  the  Pledge  Service*  which  took 
place  after  the  bid  day  celebration. 


These  events  took  place  in  beautiful  Clothier  Hall  on  campus,  which  was  named 
for  the  father  of  Hannah  Clothier  Hull,  a  notable  international  peace  activist  and 
a  charter  member  of  the  original  Alpha  Beta  Chapter,  Hull's  two  sisters  and  two 
daughters  were  also  members  of  Alpha  Beta. 

Founded  in  1864,  Swarthmore  is  located  nearly  11  miles  southwest  of  Philadelphia 
and  has  an  enrollment  of  approximately  1,500  students.  Originally  installed 
on  September  24,  1891,  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  was  the  first  women’s  fraternity  at 
Swarthmore.  Sororities  were  banned  by  the  school  in  the  1930s,  so  when  the 
chapter  is  installed  this  spring;  it  will  be  the  first  Greek  women’s  group  on  campus 
in  almost  80  years.

There  is  no  such  thing  as  an  indirect  legacy  (Lo.,  cousin, 
niece,  etc.),  and  such  persons  must  not  be  given  special 
consideration  on  the  invitation  list.  However,  they  may 
have  special  knowledge  of  and  interest  in  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  and  should  be  warmly  welcomed  and  recruited, 

AH  legacies  receive  an  automatic  invitation  to  the  second 
round  of  recruitment.

Following  the  first  round  of  recruitment,  the  executive 
recruitment  board  (ERB)  will  meet  to  hold  a  legacy  review.  An 
advisor  must  be  present.  At  that  time,  the  ERB  will  ensure  that 
each  legacy  met  the  average  number  of  members  met  by  all  PNMs 
participating  in  recruitment  for  that  round  and  received  the  aver¬ 
age  number  of  votes  that  day.  All  legacies  should  lie  met  by  at  least 
two  m c m b e rs  of  the  ERB, 


Following  the  second  round  of  recruitment,  the  recruitment  and 
PanheHeme  district  director  (RPDD)  should  he  contacted  regarding 
legacies.  If  none  are  to  be  released,  the  RPDD  will  be  notified  at  this 
time,  if  a  legacy  is  still  below  the  natural  break,  the  RPDD  will  require 
that  the  chapter  recruiting  officer  (CRO)  provide  certain  information. 

After  the  required  questions  have  been  answered,  a  legacy  may  lie 
released  if  the  RPDD  determines  that  she  has  been  given  special 
consideration  and  is  not  considered  to  be  a  compatible  or  poten¬ 
tially  contributing  member  of  the  chapter. 

All  legacies  who  remain  after  the  second  round  of  recruitment  will 
be  invited  to  rhe  additional  rounds  thereafter.  No  legacy  will  he 
permitted  to  be  released  after  the  third  round  of  recruitment  or 
any  additional  rounds  thereafter.  This  does  not  mean  a  legacy  is 
guaranteed  a  bid.  This  is  dependant  upon  her  placement  on  the  hid 
list  and  recruitment  quota  for  the  chapter.
